Workers to Labor 
Camps “Economy’’|: 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Jan. 27.— 
The big-shot .press agents who 
are making the Unitd States Cali- 
fornia Pacific International Ex- 
position conscious, by slobbering 
over the beauties and the climate 
of San Diego, won't have much to 
say about this “small” detail of 
preparation for the exposition. 

There are about 475 disabled 
single men here who are receiving 
a form of relicf which just about 
keeps them together. The county 
welfare pays their room rents in 


Ithe cheapest hotel in town, and 


gives them ineal tickets. 

Well, this is what is going to 
happen to these men and most of 
them are between 60 and 80 
years old. Says County Welfare 
Director Arthur W. Louch: 

“With the expositian coming on, 
the demand for cheap lodging is 
becoming greater and we will 
have to find room for many of 
these men in. camps and farms in 
the country.” 

“We are forced to make every 
effort to cut the burden on the 
county. It will be less expensive 
to support these men in the coun-

Welfare Director Louch hopes 
to cut the burden on the county 
by sending 220 of these poor old 
men out into the sticks to break 
their -backs in camps where the 
food and sanitary conditions are 
so bad that probably many would 
survive only a few months.

The canse of this conflict of 
interests were numerous. In the 
first place, the coast population 
were a trading class to which the 
back country people were im 
debted. Vhe frontier, also, always 
offered an escape froin industrial 
servitude, both wage and chattel 
(Slavery), ‘and this maturally dis- 
pleased those who: profited by 
such servitude. The older sections 
always opposed further expansion, 
sometimes openly. England Jong 
endeavored to restrict settlement 
to a narrow strip along the coast 


#% Fur Trade Wipe Out. 


“The merchants jof the coast 
were often deeply igterested im the 
fur trade, and th¢ advance ot 
settlement wiped out this trade. 
There was always (complaint on 
the part of the frohtiersmen that 
they were overcharged by the 
coast merchants,..}.--The “back 
country’ men were always crowd: 
ing the Indians, asking for troops 
and supplics....Fhe coast resid 
ents, wishing 46 ufc the Indian 
for ‘trading purposes, or at least 
indifferent to his depredations, 
opposed appropriations against 
his attacks.” 


This is indeed a different pic- 
ture from the noble unity of the 
settlers so well advertised in the 
conventional histories. There was 
no stich unity, and could be none, 
as these economic conflicts imdt- 
cate. In the case of Virginia, 
this conflict was brought to a 
head by’ the uncompromising 
class-consciousness of the Gover- 
nor, Berketey, and the , courage 
of the small farmers, under Bacon.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 28:—Po- 
lice forces here have becn placed 
under military rule. This step was 
initiated by City Manager James 
S. Dean and: the City Council. 

Dean recently armed and. dep- 
utized five hundred business men 
and announced that he had sec- 
ret sources from which he could 
arm any number of men_ that 
might be required. Riot’ drills 
are being held continually and 
representatives - from tear gas 
manufacturers have been traimimgyg 
them in the use ot new long 
range guns. 

A local fascist’ group. calling 
themselves “Crusaders” have am 
nounced that they are going to 
“revive their activities.” Attorney 
Charles Gilmore, a leading mem- 
ber states that interest in the 
Criminal Syndicalism trial and 
“recent indications that the Com- 
muinist movement will break out 
anew,” are the reasons for their 
mobilization. Since no Commu 
ist “outbreaks” have ver occured 
in. Sacramento, the activities of 
this group and otsthe pobice can 
be accepted as preparations: for 
ruthless fascist vidlence.
